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SUICDE 1S NOT POPULAR

Nobraska Ministers Give Their Views
Briefly on the Bubjeot.

ALL AGREE THAT IT IS COWARDLY MURDER

Itev. Byron MPeall of Lincoln Rewds n
Symposinm of Letters on the Topie
In Connection swith His Sunday
Night Sermon.

LINCOLN, Nebh, Och 7.—(2pecial)—The
Interesting sermon of Rev. Byron
.., the pastor of the Third Preshyterian
church, tonight was on the subject of ""Sul-
elde.' Heo took for his text the words: "And
he cast down the plecas of wilver In the
temple and went and hanged himself,” fruln
Matthew xxvii, § The discourse was ar-
ranged under four heads, The history of
sulelde; causes; morul character; the cure.
The minister stated that he preached on the
subject bocause of the Increasing tendency
to suicide, and becmise of certaln: defenses
of wul¢lde appearing of Jate In the publie
press,  Under the headlng, “History of Sul-
eide,” It wa® noted that the crime was most
common In the German nation and found
Isast nmong the Jewlsh prople. The pro-
portlon of men commitiing sulcide was three-
fold more than that of women. WUnder the
heading ""Canses,'” where the man was sane
he consldered Infidelity the greatest. He
held that the aect was powardly, and mur-
derous, and therifore ainful., The cure was
declared to pe a Lketter understanding of
physical law and obedlence to all laws of
God,

Probably the principal feature of Dr,
Beall’'s address wias a symposivm of letters
from Nebrasks pastors, wrillen in answer
to the question: “Suiclde: Is it Right?"
Among them wers several from Omiaha.

Rev., Joseph T. Duryea, D.I), pasior of
the First Coogregatlonal ehureh, writes:
“Suleide I8 not justified by the law of God,
elther as revealed In nature or In the serip-
tures, Life I1a not created by uw, but Is an
endowment, and He alone who gives It has
a right 10 take It. He has placed us hore
for a purpose, and It s our duty and privi-
lega to soek the fulfillment of It and remaln
until He takes us hence.”

Rev, Irank Crane, D.D., pastor of the
First Methodist Episcopal church, writes:
“Suleide Is the legitimate [rult of hopeless-
ness, Hopelessness |w the roesult of distrust
In the Father., It is the natural end of in-
fidelity. It is perfectly in keeping that the
greatest living infidel should eulogize suicide.
Christianity teaches that this life /s a privi-
lege and has in It the seed of eternal bless-
edness. Sulcide s therefore wicked and the
result of & wicked heart., The sulelde Is to
be pllled,”

Rev. Asa Leard, D.D., pastor of the Knox
Presbiytorian chureh, writes: “T expoct your
question s & kind of double-barreled affalr,
I think It a great thing for the community
to be rid of some people. Yet 1 suppose we
would be a Uitle partioular about commend-
itg the manner of thelr taking away. Nover-
thelesa, who 18 pot committing sulcide? 1
am. You are. My dear sir, beg your par-
don, but 1 want to be frank. Overwork,
overeating, and what not. Cutting olose the
sunny side of life. What Is a man's life
for but to be burdened dowt to the socket,
and then flicker and go out? The brigliter
the flume burns the sconer the eapdle is
done, Are we not told to keep our lighta
burtiing? This meonns consume life as fast
as possible. There, now, [ think I have
made out the case. You see It all depends
on how a man gees about It as to whether
it in right or net."

WHAT AN ABLE JURIST THINKS.

One of the most Intaresting of the opinlonk
in Rev. Dr. Beall's symposium was that of
ex-Chlef Justies Samuel Maxwell, It js:
"God's care and protectlon are over all per-
sons. Bach one has a misslon, wiz: The
faithful performance of dulies, humble
though they be. IHe asks us to trust Him
in the assurance that He will do right, and
that not even a sparrow Talls to the ground
without His notice. Thus He tried Abralam,
und woe all have trials somewhat similar in
kind, but differing In degree. He requires
us to be dilligent, and use the opportunities
we have, and i we falnt not, doors will be
open, whioh were unexpected, to supply our
needs. God I8 near to every one of us,
"There la a divinity that shapes our ends,
rough hew them how we may,' and th-_n
work is finished He will eall us home, We
have no right to lay our burden down and
rush unbidden into Hin presence.”

Rev, W. W. Harshn, DD, L.L. D., of Te-
cumseh, ona of the bLrightest Presbylerinng
in the state, writes: “Sulcide |3 murder,
when committed by one responsible for hiws
acts, ‘Thin has even been the Judgment of
enlightened Christians, and is plainly taught
in sorintures, Acts 18-28, To lpld otherwlise,
substitutes paganism for Christlanity, Im-
perfest human reason for divine wisdom;
encourage cowardice Iostend of courageous
manhood In the face of difMiculties, and
shrouds the world In black despair.”

Hev. J. W. Stewart, pastor of the York
Meathodlst church, writes: “Sulclde s self-
murdor. It commitied when Insaue the
sulelda la not held responeible in the sight
of 0 Just God, only so far as the Insanity i»
the result of known and [ntentfonal sins. 11
committed when in a sane state of mind |t
is the act of a cowardly murderer, and
nothing can Justly be sald in it justifica-
tion, anid It must and should mest the same
punishment in the future as If another per-
son had been murdered Instead of sell. As
to whether this horrible erime s ever com-
mitted by a sane person Is & question about
which 1 have no doubt. Some people do
murder their fellow men, and he who would
murder mnother would, upder certaln cir-
cumstunces, murder himsell. Were all good
people and the pulplt asd press to denounce
this crime and not undertake (o palllate and
excuse It there would be lass of It.

Rev, L. Oroh of the Lincoln
church denounces sulelde unsparingly, He
writes: “Thou shalt not kill any person.
Bojaide 18 murder, Deliberate murder is sin
ngninst God and man. If a sane person
violently ends his own |ife he Is & oriminal
Hellgions Indifference and unbellel Increase
tlie number of suleides, Intelligence without
Christ {3 no remedy agalnst it. Compare
ntatistics between cultured Franee and un-
tutored Spain. Even superstition in this re-
spect s better than lack of all faith. As
anarchints and violent unbellevers increase
In our land this erime Increases. Sce statls-
tivs, That ls logical, why should ocne who
thinks death ends all bear the elings and
arrows of cutrageous fortuna? Will a sane
person murdsr himself? Certalnly many do,
unless you hold all to be beside themselves
who are out of God and Christ. Roman apd
Groek regard It am honorsble; so do many
French and othera, It s n cowardly act.”

PARIS PAST AND PRESENT

A Panorama of the Second Empire and the
Third Republie,

NOTABLE CHANGES IN FORTY YEARS

The Stolld Emperor and His Belde In an
Open Baronche, the Eve of War, the
Fall of the Empiro nnd the Re«
publle as Ir s Today.

I bhave seon Parte soveral timen at very
Interesting epochs, writes Clititon Loacke in
the New York Evening Post. It may not be
tiroaome t0 recall a few of thy Imcldents,
My first vislt to Parls dates ba forty-one
yoars., It was not then, as now, fooded
with Americans. There wore none of those
slgns which are now so plentifnl, “American
Bar,” Amotican Drinks,”  There were no
Ampriean “hurches, and the Parls papers did
not contaln any articles on “L'Americanisas
tion de PParis." Comparatively few of oup
countrymen crossed the ocean, and there was

only one lne of steamers from New York, the
Collins llne. We would think it very slow |
today, but the boats were comfortable.
Sumething was wrong about the manage-
mant, for they all came to grisf. Tt was
the time of the ¥econd empire, 1853, and the
new  emperor was very popular. He had
bean married only a short time, and the
Crimoan war had not yet begun, The em-
peror's fete day ocsurred while 1 was there,
#nd T enjoyed to the full the festivities, for
I was only 23, eager to see, and, as I spoke
Fronoh fluently, able to appreclate what | |
maw and heard. Though Parls was not then
what it Is now—for the wonderful and mag-
nificant changes Louls Napoleon made in iU
wore as yet oh paper, and the lovely Bols de
Boulogne had not been lald out—yet in com-
parison with New York It was a8 wine to
water, and my own city, Chicago, was then
only an overgrown village of ugly wooden
houses,
EMPEROR AND BRIDE.

Two things connected with that day stand
out In my memory, One was the ride of
the emperor and empress through the streets
in an open barouche. There were fio guards
near them, and the crowd pressed olose up
to the carriage, so close thal men could take
the emperor's hand and kiss it. I was nhot
four feet from It, and ran along by its sige
for nearly a block. On the front seat sat tl’m
smperor and a gentleman, on the back seal
the empress with a Indy. On hils faoe there
WAS 10 slgn of emotion, He wore the ini-
porturable mask he always wore, and looked
dull and atolid, as he always looked. The
enpross wis deadly pale. She was benuti-
fully dressed, and her vell was thrown up,
but sho kept her eves closed most of tlie
time, undoubtedly from fear, Ono oonkd not
blame her, for any one could easfly have
stabbed or shot her or the emperor. The
carriage had to go at a foot pace for fear of
hurting some one, and there wis ample time
for any fanatic to Acoomplish hie purpnse
It must have been a hotrible ride for her, in
gplte of the shouts of applause which every-
where followed (hem.

Tho other thing 1 recollect was tne tight-
rope dancing of Mme. Saqul fn the Place e
la Copgorde, Tt was not that the tight rope was
any novelly to us Amer cins, but the per-
formoer was nearly 70 years of age, and hnd
perforined often before the Parisians of the
first empire at this same fete and in this
samo place. You eould not huve belleyved that
A perskon 4o aged could he so uglle,

I noxt saw Paris fn 15565, It was the ttme
of the second universal exponition, the wee-
und of the grand series, begun by Prines
Albert, and which cdlminated in the Chicago
cxposition of 1893, Of course it conid not
be compared with that, but, at the time, it
was a mognificeRt spectucle, and ecrowds from
all paris of BEurope flocked to see It, The
Paluee of Industry (n the Champs Elysens,
now used for the yearly exhibition of plo-
tures, was built for this exposition, apd 1
was In Parls on the day L wns opened by
the emporor and empress. Again I stood
near them as they alighted from thelr car-
riage, he, as bhofore, stolid, without one
trace of triumph on his facs, although it was
a very proud moment for him; she, not
paralyzed with fear as before, but radinot
With beauty and joy and grace, us lovely
and as iInteresting a woman as  could b
found In the world—every inch an em-
press. Even in the two ycars sinee my
last vieit, and with all the expense nml
worry of the Crimean war, very much had
been done to beautify the city, and the
pageant on the Champs Elysees every duay
was worth a long Journey to hehold.

THE EVE OF WAR,

I next saw Paris In 1870, memorabla year
for it was the yoear of the Prussiun war, and
I was In the fated city on the very day that
war was declared, July 19, 1 happened that
ovenlog to be at the Theater Francals, the
home of Maollere.
